sculpture and music, and without her 
cherishing care much that wo now 
have as glorious relics of early art 
would have been destroyed and lost. 
This ia especially true of music. The 
highest and grandest contributions to 
the musical art havo been inspired by 
tho Catholic church, and are tho work 
of her votaries. Iu the music that was 
sung in tho churches recently some of 
thelymns are 800 years old, coming to 
us out of what we are pleased to term 
the darkness of the middle ages. 


The Gregorian chant, or tones, a 


name given to certain choral melodies, 
gets its name from Pope Gregory the 
Great, who was himself a musician 
and taught at the Lateran palace, so 
that this form of music comes to us 
from about 590-600. This ecclesiastical 
chant is the chant of the Catholic 
church all over the world. In it we 
have all that the priest sings at the 
mass, and it is in general use by choirs 
of ecclesiastics. In tho course of time 
abuses of ono kind or another crept 
into church music, for tho reason that 
there was no established form, until 
thotimo of Pope Marcellus IL, about 
1555. In his time music had so degen- 
erated that ho thought to throw it out 
ot the church altogether. Before pro- 
ceeding to this extreme step, however, 
a consultation was held with Palestrini, 
a great musician. He promised tho 
pope to introduce music that wouldnot 
be chargeable with the grossness and 
uncouthuesa of that which it was to 
supersede. 
He composed the work 


kuown as the Messa di Papa Marcello 
(tho mass of Pope Marcellus) which 
was so thoroughly a success that the 
pope accepted him, and gave him full 
powers to ^o on and recast and re- 
model as he chose. The mass of Pope 
Marcellus is » magnificent work. It 
was given at the recent plenary coun- 
cil at Baltimore. This style of music 
js that which forms tho basis of that 
made known by the Ceoilian society, 
wliich is no\v widely spread over the 
Usited States with ,tho intent of en- 
couraging good .classical church music. 
Tbu l'ales.trina music is the stylo used 
in tho Sistiue chapel, where the pope 
to-day will celebrate Easter. Tho cel- 
ebrated Misereres for which the Sis- 
tine chapel is famous ia Holy week, 
composed by liaiui, Mastapba, arid 
others, are sung in that music, and to 
hear them during the week just closed 
people flocked to the chapel from all 
parts of tiie world. The grandest mu- 
sical achievements of the masters of 
the past ono hundred years have been 
ia church music, aud tne names of Beo- 
thoven, Meyerbeer. Haydn, Handel, 
Mozart, Mendelssohn, and, later, Kos- 
sini and Gounod, are attached to num- 
erous so-called themes. Gouood, who 
is still liyiug, has composed a beautiful 
Ave Maria. Mercadante has composed 
a number of beautiful masses. The

sohn, and active composers of the 
modern school in the oratoric style, 
with full orchestral accompaniments. 


Kin" Robert II., of France, who suc-

Hugh Capet, in 997, i* credited with 
the authorship of the Veni Sancte 
Spirittis hymn, a hymn which is re- 
garded as "the loveliest of all "the 
hymns in the whole circle of Latin 
sacred poetry."

The Stabat Mater is a Good Friday 


hymn. Its author. Jacobus de Bene- 
idictus, was born at Todi, of tho noble 
Italian house of Benedetto, and rose 
to distinction as a jurist. About 1268 
he lo&t his wife, and, broken-hearted, 
renounced the world to join the order 
of St. Francis. 
There are several

stanza of a recent translation by no 
less celebrated a person 
than our 


countryman, tho lato Gon. John A. 
Dix, while minister plenipotentiary at 
Paris:

THE HOME OF THE HAVANA. 


Some of the Secrets of the Grout Indus- 


try of Cuba. 


Havana furnishes the world with ci- 


gars, and in no other place in the world 
are there so many 
cigar-factories. 


Much of the pleasant aromatic flavor of 
the Havana cigar is due to the fact that 
the fillers arc stripped and packed in 
ordinary flour or potato barrels and al- 
lowed to remain for six months. 
The 


longer the fillers are stored the strong- 
er the flavor becomes. 
The method of 


making cigars in other countries is very 
defective, as the exquisite flavor is lost 
by too much drying. 
Rainy weather 


always interferes with the manufacture 
of cigars, as tobacco easily absorbs 
moisture. The fillers must always be 
dry before they con be worked. 
Poor 


tobacco is improved by being artificial- 
ly flavored with Catalan wine, which, 
undiluted, is entirely too strong to 
drink. The manufacturer never esti- 
mates how many pounds of tobacco 
will be needed for a thousand cigars, 
but estimates how many cigars can bo 
made from a bale. 


Tho wrapper is selected with great 


care, with a view to giving beauty to 
the cigar. All the scraps are either re- 
worked into the body of other cheap 
cigars, or exported to foreign countries 
for cigarettes. 
Cigars of an inferior 


quality are ge lerally pressed Hat. 
In- 


stead of cutting the wrapper leaf from 
below upward, as ia done in this coun- 
try, in Havana it Is done from above 
downward. Great care is taken to cut 
out tho uppermost part of the leaf, 
which makes the finest wrapper. 
The 


portion that is almost without veins is 
wrapped around the heads. 


In making a cigar, the workman 


takes two or three pieces of leaf and 
places them fiat in his left hand; he 
then takes as many smaller pieces as 
may be required, rolls them all togeth- 
er ia the hand, and finally applies the 
wrapper. His chief object is to cover 
the veins or place them all on one side. 
By this the skillful manipulator may be 
recognized. 
An unpracticed maker 


will make third-rate cigars out of first- 
class tobacco. Another test of a good 
workman is the amount of scraps he 
makes a day. A good cigar-maker will 
average only one-half pound. 
The 


beads of tho Havana cigar aro not fast- 
ened with gum or any other sticky sub- 
stance, but simply by wheat broad. 
This is tasteless, and every workman 
carries a well-kneaded portion with 
him. 
With very fine Havanas nothing 


is used to fasten the ends, but they are 
secured by many skillful twistings that 
wind into each other. 


The 
enjoyment of the fastidious 


smoker would be blunted if the whole 
process of cigar manufacturing wore 
laid open to him. Dirty negroes throw 
their spittle upon the loaf and tramp 
around it with their naked feet. This, 
combined with the unclcanlinoss of 
many of the factories, is not very invit- 
ing information t^tho lovers of the Ha- 
vana cigar. 
Everybody in Havana 


smokes, but the ladies in high life are 
••nil-Hi-secreti— -""""• ."•- juaiun.. M.U.,, 
cigar-men smoke continually,and when 
the employer does not supply them 
freely with cigars of the finest "quality 
the laborers steal them. I'ir.st-class ci- 
gars have a line, smooth appearance, 
the wrapper being without veins and of 
a beautiful color. 
Second and third 


class cigars are of fine quality, but not 
so well made. 
The dillercut" grades of 


cigars may be recognized by the diflbr- 
ent colors of silk bands that bind them 
in bundles. Great care is taken in em- 
bellishing the boxes of fine cigars,some 
of the orders of the nobility in foreign 
countries being elaborate iu tho ex- 
treme, 


Havana tobacco can bo harvested but 


once ayear. Attempts havo boon made 
to obtain two crops annually, but these 
have been uusucceosful. 
The best to- 


bacco is known, under tbo name of to- 
bacco de la vuelta de abajo. 
It grows 


in tho regions of the small rivers in the 
Sierras de los Oranjos. Each year this 
part of the island is ovcrilown, and a 
heavy, rich quality of alluvium is de- 
posited on the soil. 
Irrigation has 


proved a failure in Cuba. In the grow- 
ing season a heavy dew falls each night, 
but the soil, which is a red loam, be- 
comes dry quickly, and absorbs S great 
deal of moisture. Only ono good crop 
can be assured in each five years. The 
plant requires groat care. Three kinds 
of worms attack it, and these must be 
removed at night by the aid of lanterns. 
This is done by boys, who carry the 
worms to tho planter for their remun- 
eration, IB the early part of January 
tho tobacco is ripe for cutting. 
If tho 


crop is good, all the leaves are cut off 
tho stalk at once, but if tho crop is poor 
the unripe leaves aro loft to grow out 
more. The early crop is much the bet- 
ter. It is recognized by the beautiful 
color and mellow appearance of tho 
leaves, many of which look as if pearls 
wore spread over them. 
Great care 


ought to bo taken in purchasing tho 
Havana leaf tobacco, because it differs 
so much in quality. Out of one quality 
a manufacturer will make ten different 
brands of cigars. 
The Havana leaf is 


the only kind of tobacco that moths 
and bugs will eat. These kinds of vor- 
min aro very destructive if not kept 
away. There is a great deal of money 
to be made by a skillful tobacconist in 
Havana, but he must be experienced 
and understand the language spoken in 
Cuba, otherwise he will not profit by 
this trade,—Indianapolis Journal.

honor of being the first to tako by oar," 
ho continued, "but. 1 do not think any 
of tho others go back as far as this.

was about forty years ago when tho 
O'Reilly lino was tho only telegraph 
wire into Pittsburg, 
Tlio ollico was in 


tho second story of tlio Udeon building, 
on Fourth avenue, over tho old Mayor's 
ollice. 
David Brooks, who is now load- 


ing Ui3 underground-wire light boforo 
tho Legislature, was manager, and Ali- 
son Stagor, who has just died, ox-Pros- 
ident of tho Western Union Telegraph 
Company, was tlio operator. 
Andrew 


Carnegie, tho iron prince; Robert Pit- 
cairn, of tho Pennsylvania railroad 
company; City Attorney Moroland and 
George McLain, ox-SuporiuUmdeut of 
Firo Alarm Telegraph, wero messenger 
boys in roundabouts.

An old sturdy 
farmer, with two younger men follow- 
ing him, entered; Mr. Lincoln saw 
him, and advancing several steps, said 
"I know you, although it is a long 
time since I saw you ; you are Simon 
Bascom, of English Prairie. How do 
you do' I am glad to see you ; do you 
live on the same place ?"

A correspondent recently exploring 


tho mysteries of 
Yellowstone park 


writes to tho Philadelphia Times the 
following description of a remarkable
